TIIE QUESTION OF ADJOURNMENT. 
A concurrent resolution was offered by Spen­ 
cer providing that the Legislature adjourn sine 
die sit 12:1)0 p. M. on Thursday next. He thought 
that uothing could be done at this session, in 
tiie way of passing irrigation bills, and he 
thought nothing should be done at this time. 
The proposition for the reorganization of the 
Supreme Court, which was one of the chief ob­ 
jects of the calling of the present Fession, had 
already gone by the board and so long as the 
Courts hold b> the present opinion regarding 
the law, no m atter what bill passes—it would 
be unconstitutional. The calling ol the Legis­ 
lature together has already done much good by 
arousing the people to an interest in the ques­ 
tion. He had ottered the resolution in the in­ 
terest of the people o! the State, a.s he con­ 
ceived that to be. 
Kellogg thought that all who cannot meet the 
question at this time had better resign. The 
legislature should stay here until January if 
necessary in order to settle this question—nt 
least, to submit something to tin* people for 
their consideration. 
»<axe favored going home. Tbe people are not 
ready for legislation on this subject, l^et them, 
at the coming election, instruct tiieir represent­ 
atives how to vote on irrigation measures, and 
then something will be done. 
Taylor preferred staying here and trying to 
do something. lie really did not believe this 
Legislature could agree upon anything if it 
should stay here until January, but*he believed 
in m aking the attempt. 
It on tier thought that nine hundred out of 
every thousand citizens demanded some system 
of irrigation—something that would people the 
lands and increase the taxable wealth of the 
State. He was proud to say that he was one of 
those who petitioned the Governor to call the 
Legislature together in extra session. iMr. Rou- 
tier spoke at some length in advocacy of the 
wants of the people as regards irrigation, and iu 
favor of the Legislature remainiw? in session 
until something mi ?ht be accomplished.] 
McClure thought the resolution inopportune, 
just at a time when bills were ready for first 
reading. 
Had any test vote been had. and had 
it been shown that the Senate could not agree 
upon the provision»of any particular bill, then 
it might have been wise toconsider the question 
of adjournm ent; aud, if nothing could be done, 
by all meaus we should adjourn and go home. 
For one. he wanted to stay two or three days— 
long enough to discuss the merits of some of the 
bills now on the tile, and, if possible, come to a 
test vote. 
Parkiuson expressed similar views. 
Del Valle moved to make the resolution the 
special orde- for Thursday at 3 p. M. 
Reddy spoke at length against the resolution. 
He thought the time most inopportune for its 
consideration. 
Among the bills before tl.¿ 
Senate are some that could and should be 
passed. The solution of this irrigation question 
could not safely be intrusted toa regular session, 
but should be taken up at the present extra ses­ 
sion. when there is uothing else to interfere 
with it, and considered calmly and soberly. 
Dougherty wanted more light on the subject. 
Now that the Legislature is here, let it come to 
some conclusion in regard to the measures be­ 
fore it. 
Steele said he was surprised that the Governor 
had called the extra session, in view of the ex- 
)>erieuce of the last regular session on this irri­ 
gation question. Nobody could have reasonably 
expected that the present Senate could agree 
upon any satisfactory solution of the problem. 
Still he «fid not believe in adjourning without 
an honest attem pt to do something. 
Langford and others spoke in a sim ilar strain. 
The question being demanded, Del Valle’s 
motion to make the resolution the special order

The* Clerk read tbe reply of Justices Morrison 
and Sharf stein to the charges preferred against 
them by Judge Terty. This communication, 
which was addressed to Speaker Parks, was pub­ 
lished in the Record-Uxion on Saturday last. 
The committee appointed by the House to in­ 
vestigate the charges—Morris,, Chairman—made 
the following report ; 
Your committee, appointed to investigate the 
charges against Hon. K. F. Morri-o:», Chief Jus­ 
tice, and Hon. John It. Sharpstein. Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the State of 
Caritornia, preferred by David S. Terry, atier a 
full and complete inquiry 6iid the examination 
of a large num ber of witnesses,, respectfully re­ 
port : 
That the said charges are groundless, the ev­ 
idence taken and herewith submitted to the 
House showing neither mental nor physical in­ 
capacity, on the part of either Justice, to per­ 
form the duties of his office. Your committee 
therefore recommend the adoption of the fid- 
lowing resolution, and ask to be discharged 
from tinther consideration of th e subject : 
JUsnlrrtt, That ihe charges heretofore pre­ 
ferred against the lion. K. F. Morrison, Chief 
Justice, and lion. John li. Sharpstein, Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of this Stare, he 
aud they are hereby dismissed, being wholly 
unsupported by the evidence. 
Yule moved to amend by striking out the 
words 
- being wholly unsupported by evi­ 
dence.’’ 
Metilxishaiir a member of the committee, said 
lie hoped members would not vote for this 
amendment until after they had read the testi­ 
mony taken, which was now iu the hands of the 
printer aud would soon be placed upon their 
desks. He was satisfied that all who read the 
testimony carefully would fully agree with the 
committee that the charges were wholly un­ 
founded, and would concur in the report of the 
committee. At his suggestion the report was 
temi»orarily laid upon the table. 


SPECIAL ORDER. 
The hour for the special order consideration 
of the bill repealing Section 1422 of the Civil 
Code—having arrived, Woodward stated that he 
had withdrawn his amendment to W alrath’s 
amendment. 
W alrath’s amendment, or sulietitute, is as fol­ 
lows : ” Section 1122. Nothing iu the foregoing 
section shall in any m anner be construed to 
interfere with a 
proprietor’s natural rights, 
which shall be construed to be water for family 
aud domestic purposes, for the purpose of 
watering live stock, and water for irrigation 
purposes, to such an extent a.s shall have been 
appropriated and used up to the time of the 
passage of this Act.” 
This amendment provoked a lively and acri­ 
monious debate between W alrath, Jones, Me 
Clashan, Ellison and Firebaugh ft»?, and Mun- 
duy, May. Lovell and Hazard against it. 
In the beat of the debate Hazard said if the 
author of the bill wou-d agree to insert “ ripari­ 
an right” instead of ** natural right.” he would 
support the amendment.

REPUBLICANISM IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Republicanism in the New England 
State- is recovering from the mngwump- 
c iy of the recent pa-t. 
All the evidence 
points (■ a reunited party and to successes 
such a- h ive not been seen since the early 
days of the war era. 
The New Haven 


P alladium recently said: 
“It would be bard to make a Republican in 
Washington believe iliat Connecticut will fail to 
return an unbroken Rejmblicau delegation to 
the fiftieth Congress." The National Republican 
of that city savs, in reply, “ that is because the 
Republicans in Washington have a close and 
constant view of practical Democracy. They 
see what a wretched sham ’ reform’ is. They 
have seen a Democratic administration and a 
Democratic House staggering and blundering 
along on different roads, each apparently hem 
on m aking the other supremely ridiculous. 
They have seen the great national Democratic 
party prove its pitiful incapacity to make whole­ 
some use of the power which lorce and fraud in 
the South and MugwiunjK-ry in .New York put 
into its capable hands in 1881. The Republicans 
in Washington have some faith in popular in­ 
telligence, and, having that, they cannot readily 
believe the people want this farce of Democratic 
government to go on." 
And nowhere else is there greater in­ 
dependence and intelligence among Re­ 
publicans than in the New England States. 
It is because of sturdy independence and 
the self-consciousness of broad intelligence 
that the party men in that region have 
from time to time risen within the party 
against it. 
Hut their loyalty to Republi­ 
can principles has never been questioned. 
A goodly numlier of them went off with 
the Mugwumps in 1881. 
But that experi­ 
ment they will not lie likely to repeat. 
They have seen how hollow are Demo­ 
cratic promises and repentance, and know 
that the only party equal to all emergen­ 
cies anil wholly and fully capable of con­ 
ducting the affairs of the Government is the 
party that once saved it Irom Democratic 
assault. 
All this may sound like mere 
campaign shouting, hut it is sincerity of 
belief with us. 
We have seen the reform 
Democracy tested, and noted its woeful 
failure. 
It has not only failed to blacken 
the Republican record, hut it has attempted 
the repeal of the host, broadest, wisest and 
mo t economic domestic policy the Uov- 
crnment ever adopted— the civil service 
reform codes; it has listened with equa­ 
nimity to a sober appeal iliat the nation 
shall pay the Confederate debt; it has re­ 
fused to strengthen our coast defenses ; it 
has not reduced, but has augmented, the 
current expenses of the Government; it 
lias not dealt wisely with the public debt 
or been honest on the silver question ; it 
lias put spoilsmen to the front and ignored

M. M cW horter Shoots T. G. R obinson, 
D eputy U. S. Mursii&l. 
A shooting affray at Tenth and K streets 
at 0:15 last evening, caused a considerable 
excitement in 
Ibis usually quiet com­ 
m unity. 
Deputy United States M arshal T. 
G. Robinson was shot anil fatally injured 
by M. McAVhortcr, editor and proprietor of 
the daily M arysville Democrat, in front of 
the Stale Ilouse Hotel. 
A large num ber ol 
people were in front of the building at tlie 
time, but the whole transaction occupied so 
brief a space of tim e that no one seemed to 
realize wliat was going on until the entire 
affair was over. 
Jatues O’Brien, of Sm artsville, says that 
be was sitting in front of the hotel talking 
toMcAA’borter when Robinson passed along 
and glared at them both rather savagely. 
They bad been told during the day that 
Robinson had threatened them both with 
a thrashing. 
H e was going to “ wipe the 
ground up with them .” 
After he passed 
McAVhortcr said: 
“ H e looked at us as 
though he would like to do us harm .” 
I 
said: “ Oh, I guess he won’t bother us,” 
and then I noticed Robinson go into Luther 
Harris' saloon on the corner. 
W hile he 
was in the saloon Senator Chandler came 
along, engaged us in conversation, and 
McAVhortcr got up and gave the Senator 
his chair, and he stood facing us. 
W hile 
we three were talking I noticed Robinson 
come out of the saloon, and cotniug 
w ithin 
six 
feet 
of 
us, 
stepped 
in 
a 
iloor-way, 
where 
he 
stood 
until 
Chandler got up. 
I then said to M cW hor­ 
ter. “ Let’s go in and get supper,” and 
when iie turned arouml to do so Robinson 
stepped in front of him , caught him vio­ 
lently by the right shoulder with his left 
hand ami said, holding a paper up in his 
left hand, “ Do you father that article?” 
M cW horter replied, “ Let me see the arti­ 
cle." 
H e looked at the paper a second anil 
replied, “ Yes, sir, 1 father that item .” 
Robinson then w ith his right fist dealt Mc­ 
W horter a powerful blow on the side of 
the face and neck. I saw them both reach­ 
ing for their pistols and I slipped inside out 
of range. 
Robinson is a large, powerful 
m an anil McAVhortcr just the opposite. 
Soon after I was inside 1 heard the shot. 
The item , 1 understand, was one published 
som e days since relative to the burning of 
a house of ill-famc in Dutch Flat, in 
w hich it was stated th at a certain spy fled 
the flame in dishabille. 
No names were 
m entioned in the item and M cW horter 
claims it was founded upon tact. Me- 
AVhorter is a respectable m an of family, 
an editor, a Methodist preacher, hears a 
good reputation and has always borne a 
good nam e for peace and quietness. 
George M artin, the arresting officer, says 
he heard the shot from the opposite side 
of the street. Saw two men struggling. 
Ran to them and found both of them p all­ 
ing at M cW horter's pistol. 
H e took hold 
of it, commanded them both to let go, and 
they did so. 
Robinson then pulled out his 
pistol and pushed it around the officer, in 
an endeavor to shoot McAVhorter. 
M artin 
caught hold of it, saying, “ 1 told you to 
stop this.” 
Robinson said, "A ll right, 
Martin, take my pistol, but he has killed 
me. 
I am shot, through the body.” Robin­ 
son sank down, was put in a hack and 
sent to his borne, and the officer conducted 
McW horter to the city prison. 
A reporter called at the prison a short 
tim e afterwards, but could not get an inter­ 
view with McAVhorter, he having stated to 
the Chief uf IV!ice that he would see no 
one, and would m ake lto statem ent until 
lie had a talk with his attorney. He at the 
same time stated that his counsel would lie 
Senator C. AV. Cross. The city physician 
called to see McAVhorter shortly afterwards 
and attended to his braises, which were 
not of a serious nature. Several of his 
triends called at the prison to consult with 
him but none were admitted to Ids cell. 
The City A ttorney objected to his receiving 
company, and M cW horter him self seemed 
to be desirous of being let alone. 


t h e w o u n d e d m a n ’s s t a t e m e n t . 
City Attorney H art and District Attor­ 
ney Buckley called to see Robinson soon 
after the snooting. They found him sur­ 
rounded by his family, with three physi­ 
cians in attendance, who gave it as tneir 
opinion that the shot was necessarily fata!. 
Robinson was informed of bis condition, 
after which be made the following state­ 
ment : 
” i feel perfectly clear in my head, and 
know w hat I aru saying. 
I fully realize 
my condition, ami know I cannot live. I 
was down town, and m et McAVhorter at 
the corner of the State House. 
I did not 
know w hether it was McAA'horter or not at 
first. 
He was talking to Mr. O'Brien. 
I 
asked Senator Chandler who that was. 
pointing to McAVhorter, and he said it was 
McAVhorter. 
I stepped up to McAVhorter 
and 
told 
him 
I 
desired 
to 
see 
him , 
at 
the 
same 
tim e 
taking 
a 
paper out of m y pocket and showing it 
to him. 
Ho put his hand on his revolver. 
I told him there was no use in pulling bis 
revolver, and I asked him if he fathered 
the article in the paper. 
1 reached for him 
and we clinched. Then be put the revolver 
to my body and fired. 
I made no motion 
to get my revolver until after he shot me. 
1 could have shot him after he shot me, 
but a bystander asked me not to shoot him, 
and I did not. 
An officer then came up 
and I handed him my revolver. The news­ 
paper I had in m y band was the Marys­ 
ville Democrat, which contained a villain­ 
ous article about me. 
The article was a 
lie. 
W hen I reached for him . McWhorter 
had his hand on his back pocket. I knew 
lie would pull his revolver.” 
At a late hour last night Robinson was 
suffering greatly. 
The attending physi­ 
cians thought he m ight live through the 
night.

Jfinnounces that the Commauder-in-Chief 
of the North American Squadron has been 
ordered to Canadian waters to confer w ith 
the Canadian and Newfoundland author­ 
ities regarding the present difficulty.

will be accompanied by two British men- 
of-war. which will also take a hand in pro­ 
tecting the fisheries.

E a ste rn C rop R ep o rts. 
W a sh in g to n , 
A ugust 
10th. — Spring 
wheat returns to the Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture fur August 1st show an improve­ 
m ent in the condition of Iowa, a sm all de­ 
cline in AVisconsin and Nebraska, and a 
heavy reduction in Dakota causes a deteri­ 
oration. 
Drought andrinch-bug3 and heat 
have been excessive in m any districts that 
have produceed a fair yield. Notw ith­ 
standing, the harvest is two weeks earlier 
than usual, and the quality is unusually 
good, except in sections where heavy loss 
from blight occurred. The general average 
condition is reduced from 83.2 to SO. 
At 
the tim e of harvest last year the average 
was 80. The present average is 97 for Iowa, 
instead of 90 last m onth. 
No less than 
25 counties, w ith 1,000,000 bushels, report 
the condition at 100 or over. 
In Minnesota 
there is an increase front 7S to SO. The re­ 
duction in AVisconsin is from 75 to 72; in 
Nebraska, from 83 to 82, and Dakota from 
,85 to 02. There has been a heavy drain in 
the condition of corn since the 1st of July. 
Tlie average, which was 95, is reduced to 
81. The heaviest decline is in Illinois, 
Wisconsin and States west of the Missis­ 
sippi river. In the Eastern anil Middle 
States the condition is well m aintained. 
It indicates that the crop does not much 
exceed 22 bushels per acre, though the fu­ 
ture condition may increase or decrease 
the ultim ate yield. Our agent in London 
cables to-day that the European harvest 
will be 10 percent, less than last year; 
France, below 100,000,000 hectoliters; Italy, 
51; England, 10 per cent, reduction in the 
rate yield on the reduced area. 
T h e H op M arket. 
New Yoíik, A ugust 10th.—Inquiry among 
the hop dealers to-day elicits the fact that 
the m arket is dull and stagnant, and the 
full pnces quoted some time ago are now 
difficult to obtain.

N ational C onvention of C olored P eople. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , August 10th.—A commit­ 
tee of colored m en from Pennsylvania, 
Maine and Boston has decided to call a Na­ 
tional Convention of colored people, to be 
held in this city n e st October, to discuss 
the project of erecting m onuments in AVash- 
ington to the benefactors of their race. 
The m atter has so far taken root that a 
committee went to AA’ashingion last week 
and m ade a survey of available real estate 
there. Three m eetings of the committee 
011 arrangem ents have been held and it is 
proposed to have the Convention imm edi­ 
ately after the colored Odd Fellow 3 from 
all over tiie country meet h e re : also, that 
tbe Convention shall consist of live repre­ 
sentative colored ruen from each State in 
the Union. 
The proposed m onuments 
will be raised to John Brown, AViliiam 
Lloyd Garrison, Charles Sumner, W endell 
Phillips, A braham Lincoln, Richard Allen 
and otr.crs. It is estim ated the m onum ents 
and ground will cost about $ 1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . Tlie 
money is to be raised by a popular sub­ 
scription by tbe colored people of the 
United States. It is proposed also to lay 
the site of the m onum ents oft in walks of 
flower beds and circles, and each walk will 
be named after the Slate that took part in 
the abolition movement. 
T he P u iita n W ins a Itace. 
N e t York, August 10th.—In the race of 
the New A'ork yacht squadron from New­ 
port to this harbor, yesterday, the condi­ 
tions of the contest were favorable to tbe 
Priscilla, the wind not being especially 
brisk and the sea smooth. The wind was 
from the suuthwest, and the yachts made 
the race with sheets started until the en­ 
trance of Buzzard’s Bay was reached, and 
then it was a clear run w ith spinnakers set 
up to the anchorage off’ this city. 
Under 
these conditions it is not at all rem arkable 
that the iron sloop heat the Mayflower. 
The Atlantic was nowhere in the race, and 
this cruise has made it a foregone conclu­ 
sion that she will not be the chosen antag­ 
onist of the Galatea.

y \ 7 IIEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
VY State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Sessiou, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor, 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and llev en of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT N U M BER O N E. 


Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt uuder the laws uf the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in tbi>* article and 
secuou. is hereby declared to iuclude moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises anc5all 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; pro r it led, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation w ithin th:s state, sliali 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed ar.d taxed as a part of the realty: and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be' taxed as 
provided in Section 'leu ot this article; and, 
prodded further, th at the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this state, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu ot an ad val­ 
orem t.ix. The Legislature may also provide, 
except In case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents >f this .State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the Conuty Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal,except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten ot this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian, on the 
fiist Monday in March. 


Sf.c. 10. All property, except lailroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this Slate, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two aud 
a half percent upon the gross earnings,earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be iu lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sucn railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, aud upon the m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or persou snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ol December last 
E 
receding, of all railroads, shall be, annually. 
efore the first davof May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by tne State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre 
scribed by said Board; prodded, however, that 
the Legislature may at auy tim e pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In ail ea«es 
where railroads are situated partly w ithin this 
State and partly without this citato, thegro^san­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


fkrtt- The gross earnings which, dnriug the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin this State. 


Second—Tbe gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State aud partly without this state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta’es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, bears to whe 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earning* have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thua hscertained 


shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken aud deemed to be the gross cam ­ 
ines oí such railroids for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose ot this 
. ecti.m, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to ! he earniugs made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one sys'.cm shall be 
treated as cne road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of tne General Fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties iu which said rai road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration. associa ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to ray tho 
tax herein provided, when the same snail be­ 
come due. or w ithin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the nou pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
herein! efore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such m anner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, »o far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
tbe electors of the district at a special election 
held for that purpose, the saíne as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And nil railroads, as far as they are situated 
w ithin the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be tubjeet to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything iu this articic to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Income taxes may bo assessed and 
collected from pci sons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident cr doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such coses aud amounts and in M ic h 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. ho Court 
w ithin this State shall have power, by injune 
tiou or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
driay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a show ing that the 
tam e property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same venr, and then 
onl; upon payment to tbe Tax Collector, or into 
Court, oí a sum equal to the am ount ot one oí 
the taxes so laid upon the property in question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the 1 ax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of tne Courts in which such action* 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and sucn taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been liualiy decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


No'hing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action ou ac- 
ecount of any such assessment, tax. interest or 
penalty: and all laws in force nt the adop ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and paym ent of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
band red and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 


Now, Therefore, pursuant to the provision* 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors 
lor their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. D. 1883,” the said am endm ent is 
subm itted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of the State on 


M a y , November 2,1886. 


The am endm ent is designated "A m endm ent 
Number One,” and tbe balixzt» used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number ODe,” and the word.-. 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon. 


And I do hereby oiler a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and conviction of any and 
every persou violating any ot the provisions o 
Title IV., Part 1, of the Penal Code; such reward* 
to be paid until the total am ount expended 
hereafter for the purpose reaches the sum of ten 
thousand dollars.

SACRAMENTO DAY. 


F in al P re p a ra tio n s for th e K n tertaiu m en t 
of th e G. A. K. V eteran». 
It becomes tlie duty and pleasure of the 
citizens of Sacramento to entertain this 
evening and to-morrow representatives of 
the Grand A rm y of the Republic from all 
sections of the Union. 
From here most of 
the visitors will return direct to their 
homes and families beyond the Rocky 
M ountains. 
Our people have set their 
hearts upon entertaining these visitors in 
such a m anner as to assure them of the re­ 
spect and honor in which they hold the 
nation’s veteran defenders. 
It is not an 
easy m atter for any city of the size of Sac- 
m ento to receive and properly provide for 
a couple of thousand visitors, especially at 
a tim e when an im portant session of a 
Legislature is being held, as is the case 
with Sacramento at preset.t. 
But, thanks, 
to the liberality and patriotic spirit of our 
people, all apparent obstacles have been 
overcome, and the committees 
having 
charge of the m atter feel t!'at the visitors 
will be creditably entertained and provided 
with comfortable quarters. 


NOTES OF T H E RECEPTION. 
One of the chief features of the proces­ 
sion this evening will be the presence (not 
heretofore counted upon) of M arshall's 
m ilitary band, of Topeka, Kansas. This 
is one of the most famous bands in the 
Union, and its presence on this occasion is 
one of the most pleasurable surprises that 
could have occurred under the circum ­ 
stances. This celebrated band, which ar­ 
rived in this city last evening in company 
with the New Jersey Flambeau 
Club, 
has volunteered its services for Sacramento 
Day. It is needless to say that its gener­ 
ous offer has been accepted, and our citi­ 
zens will this evening have an opportunity 
of listening to its superb music. 
After the 
procession reaches the Pavilion this even­ 
ing these famous m usicians will repair to 
Capitol Park, where they will give one of 
their grand concerts. This will be an at­ 
traction of far greater moment to our own 
people than crowding the galleries at the 
Pavilion. 
By an oversight an error crept into the 
proclamation of the Grand Marshal, as pub­ 
lished yesterday, in regard to the hour of 
assembling at the depot this evening to 
receive the incoming visitors. The hour, 
as published, was <1:30, when it should 
have been 5:30; and instead of the ex­ 
cursionists arriving on tiie 6:50 train from 
San Francisco, they will come by special 
train from Napa, which will be due at 6 
o’clock p. m . 
The correction is an all im ­ 
portant one and should not be overlooked. 
The proclamation, as printed this m orning 
in the R ecord-Union, is correct. 
To-day members of the local Grand Army 
‘Posts are expected to bo at all incoming 
trains in order to assist the committees in 
receiving visitors and conducting them to 
the headquarters of the reception com m it­ 
tee, where rooms will be assigned them . 
There will probably be m any parties of 
Grand A rm y comrades in town to-day who 
have not been assigned to places in this 
evening's procession. 
It is desired that all 
such will assemble at the intersection of 
Second and J streets by half-past 5 o'clock, 
when they will be assigned to places in the 
procession. 
Owing to the fact that the fruit display at 
the Pavilion will bean unusually attractive 
one, it lias been decided to throw open the 
Pavilion during the torenoon to-morrow, so 
th at both visitors and citizens m ay view 
the exhibit at their leisure. 
The committee again makes the request 
that all citizens who expect to entertain 
guests to-night will either rem ain up to re­ 
ceive them or keep lights burning — the 
former preferred — in order to avoid too 
much delay in housing the visitors. 
For the convenience and benefit of visit­ 
ing comrades already in the city, and to 
arrive during the day in advance of the 
regular excursion train, the headquarters 
of the Reception Committee, at 508 and 510 
J street, will be kept open to-day, until 6 
o’clock l*. m . 
Major Frank M iller will be 
there during the day fur the purpose of re­ 
ceiving visiting comrades and assigning 
them quarters for the night. Citizens will 
confer a favor on the comm ittee by direct­ 
ing or escorting G iand A rm y strangers to 
the headquarters. 
President Daggett, of the Senate, yester­ 
day appointed Senators 
Boone, Kellogg 
and Fileher a committee on behaif of that 
body to act with the citizen’s committee in 
receiving the members of the Grand A rm y 
this evening. The Assembly comm ittee is 
composed of Messrs. Lovell, 
Douglass, 
Banbury, M cJunkin and Edwards. 
Yesterday a resolution was adopted in 
the Senate authorizing Secretary of State 
Thompson to expend 5400 in decorating 
tiie State Capitol and grounds in honor of 
the visiting veterans. 
The Decorating Committee have had but 
a sm all sum of m oney at their disposal, 
but will to-day put up the additional large 
Hags on the public streets. The committee 
recommend that the public decorate the 
fronts of their premises as liberally as pos­ 
sible w ith evergreens—so often made a 
notable feature of Sacramento on public 
occasions. The committee feels that the 
appearance of the city can be greatly en­ 
hanced by a little effort on the part of citi­ 
zens in this direction. 
At a meeting of the Bricklayers’ and 
I,uborers’Association lt.Carsaw, President, 
and A. 11. Stair, Secretary |, last evening, the 
following resolution was adopted: 
“ Re­ 
solved. That it is the sense of this Associa­ 
tion that its members recognize the im ­ 
portance and deep significance of Grand 
Arm y Day in -tacramento, and that we 
a c re c ía te and honor the patriotism and 
valor of our nation's defenders to the ex 
tent that we desire all members of the 
Association to refrain from work on T hurs­ 
day, August 12th, in order the better to 
assist in celebrating the day in a becoming 
m anner” . 
M any veterans of the Grand Arm y ar­ 
rived here yesterday, coming singly or in 
sm all parties. 
Last evening the Flambeau 
Club and Drum Corps, of Topeka, Ks., ac­ 
companied by M arshall’s M ilitary Band, of 
that city, came up from San Francisco. 
T heir coming was unexpected, but Colonel 
McNasser received a dispatch just in time, 
and, together w ith O. H . Cummings, Judge 
H enry and T. J. Scott, received the visitors 
at the depot and escorted them to Arnold's 
for snpper, aitcr which the hand pro­ 
ceeded io Capitol Park, where hundreds 
of 
¡adíes 
and 
gentlemen 
assembled 
and remained 'Flighted listeners to tiie de­ 
licious harm ony of the music which was 
rendered lor over an hour. Subsequently 
the band com plim ented the Golden Eagle 
and Capital Hotel with selections so ad­ 
m irably rendered that the listeners could 
scarcely express their enthusiasm . The 
band num bers thirty-three members all 
told.
